Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner telephoned the applicants' representative to indicate that the claims were in condition for allowance except 
for claims 1-4, 6-8, and 25-28 which were rejectable under 35 USC 101. The examiner suggested that the 
specification and claim 1 be amended in order to place the application in condition for allowance. The applicants' 
representative and the examiner proposed various languages for the amendment to the specification and the claims 
before coming to an agreement as to how to amend the specification and the claim language. The examiner further 
pointed out a spelling mistake in claim 17, which the applicants' representative agreed with. The applicants' 
representative authorized an examiner's amendment to correct these issues in order to place the claims in condition 
for allowance. The examiner notes that the examiner does not believe that the amendment to the specification adds 
new matter to the specification as previous examples of "computer readable storage media" had been provided in the 
specification.
